Their rejection, Mr. Mey ­ 
ers say s, was wholly b ecause they 
are not first-class workmen. 
Mr. Mey ers called attention to 
the fact that Frank Ramp, a non­ 
union man employ ed at Billy Day ’s 
place, passed the ex amination and 
was granted a license, as was also 
a negro non-union b arb er named 
Stewart, “ which action knocks 
silly the statement of Fraser,” said 
Bil]y » “ that only union men are per­ 
mitted to pass the ex amination.”

ATTORMBY-AT-LAW 


Word was received at the Mis­ 
souri Pacific shops in Kansas City 
y esterday that a ten-wheel, com­ 
pound locomotive, known as a 
“ b attleship,” b lew up on the Kan­ 
sas and Arkansas division of the 
Missouri Pacific railroad south of 
Osawatomie, î Kas., last Saturday 
morning, 
killing 
the 
engineer, 
John Lund, almost instantly , say s 
today ’s Kansas City Journal. 
Details of the catastrophe are 
lacking, for the Missouri Pacific 
officials, apparently , have made 
effort to suppress information re­ 
garding the affair. 
It is said the ex plosion was 
caused b y a defect in the crown 
sheet and it resulted in the demoli­ 
tion of the locomotive. Lund lived 
in Osawatomie and Saturday was 
the first time that he had ever at­ 
tempted to run a “ b attleship.” 
The locomotive ex ploded was 
one of fifteen, which were con­ 
signed to the Missouri Pacific ab out 
a month ago from the Baldwin Lo­ 
comotive works at Philadelphia. 
The engines have five wheels on 
either side, have tremendous b oilers 
and are gauged to carry 220 pounds 
of steam. 
They are of the same 
pattern as the b ig locomotives used 
on the Chicago and Alton, four of 
which have 
b een destroy ed b y 
b oiler ex plosion within the last 
eighteen months. 
When the “ b at­ 
tleships” were received in Kansas 
City b y the Missouri Pacific an 
official in the mechanical depart­ 
ment of that road predicted that 
every one of them would “ b low 
up.” 
The men were afraid to 
work on them and some of the en­ 
gineers and firemen threatened to 
quit if the company insisted upon 
thé use of the b ig engines. 
The locomotive that b lew up 
last Saturday was 
used in the 
freight service on the Kansas and 
Arkansas divison. There are steep 
hills on this b ranch, and it was 
guaranteed that these new engine^ 
would do the work of two ordinary 
locomotives. 
As a result of the ex plosion the 
engineers and firemen may make a 
great deal of troub le for the Mis­ 
souri Pacific.

Iow4 Mkn Has Fonaal Accsptaoce of 
Lincoln’s Second Electior,. 
Abraham Lincoln wa¿ chosen to 
his second term as president of the 
U nited States in NoTember, 18 64. 
A fter the official 
canvass oí the 
votes, a com m ittee of the two houses 
of congress was appointo'd to notify 
him of his election. The conimiUee 
consisted of Ly man Trumbull, 
of 
Illinois, ©n the part of the senate, 
and Messrs. James F. Wilson, of Iowa, 
and J ohn F. Da^wson, of iVnnsy lva- 
nia, on the part of the house. It wil 
be remtmbered that Mr. Wilson tvas 
at that time a member of the house 
of representatives. 
Waiting upon 
him at the executive mansion, 
the 
com m ittee, by its cliairman, notified 
him of his election to a second term. 
Mr* Lincoln, in antici])ation of tliis 
official Tisit, had his acceptaiu t‘, writ- 
by kis own hand,* and filling a 
little more than half a page of old- 
, fashioned letter pa|>er, ready for the 
occasion. 
H e read as follows; 
^^Haring served four y ears in the 
'’depths of a great, and y et unended, 
national peril, 1 can view this call to 
a second term in nowise more fiatter- 
ing to m y self than as an expression of 
th e public judgm ent that 1 may bet­ 
ter finish the difficult work, in which 
I have labored from the first, than 
could any one less severely schooled 
to the task. 
In this view, and with 
assured reliance on that Almighty 
Buler wko has so graciously sustained 
us thus far, and with increased grati­ 
tude to the generous people for their 
continued confidence, I accept the 
renewed trust, with its yet onerous 
and perplexing duties and responsi­ 
bilities.^^' 
Whem the official ceremony was 
•ver, say s the Des Moines (Iowa) 
Eeg ister and Leader, 
Mr. Wilson 
said: 
‘^With y our permission, Mr. 
President, I would be glad to keep 
that page of manuscript.^^ ^^Youare 
very welcome to it,^' replied Mr. Lin­ 
coln, handing it to Mr. Wilson.

In J une last a preliminarv I’ojiort 
was issued g iving the population of 
Scotland as 4,472,000. 
After a ré­ 
visai of the lists it has been settled 
that this fell short of the realities 
by 103 persons. 
T ht males num­ 
bered 2,173,75 5 , the fô inale.s 2,208 ,- 
348 . At the date of the previous tak­ 
ing of the census, the population was 
4,025 ,6 47— the males, 1,042,717; the 
females, 2,08 2,9 30; thus giv in g a to­ 
tal increase of 446 ,45 3 
p erso ns, 231,- 
038 being of the male sex and 2 1 5 ,118 
of the female. The ratt of iiicrea.NC is,
